HOUSE 3 SEATS. mW DOUBT 


Herbert Hoover pierced the Solid 
South by winning the Old Dominion 
yesterday, his Republican cohorts, aid- 
ed by a widely split Democracy, placi::.7 
the twelve electoral votes of Virginia 
in the mounting column of votes which 
swept him into the Presidency, 

J. Maury Hooker, Democratic State 
chairman, conceded that the State had 
gone Republican on the face of in- 
complete returns. Returns compiled by 
the Associated Press gave Hoover a ma- 
jority over Smith of 20,980 votes, with 
1427 of the State’s 1,665 precincts 
heard from. The Hoover majority con- 
tinued to mount as additional outlying 
p-ecincts reported. 

Most of the Democratic members of 
the State’s congressional delegation re- 


tained their seats, although there was | 
one apparent upset when the veteran | 


member of the House, Joseph T. Deal, 
was defeated for his seat from the Sec- 
ond‘Congressional District by Menalcus 
Lankford, Republican, who heretofore 
has been his perennial but hopeless op- 
ponent. 

The possibility that further inroads 
into the ranks of Democratic repre- 
sentatives might be made by thé Re- 
publicans was disclosed by late Asso- 
ciated Press reports. These showed 
Harry St. George Tucker, Democratic 
incumbeni, trailing M. J. Putnam, Re- 
publican, in the Tenth District. Re- 
turns from 121 of the district’s 211 
precincts gave Putnam a lead of about 
1,000. 

In the Seventh District James Agar- 


ber, Republican, was reported teading 
Thomas W. Harrison, Democratic in- 
cumbent, by nearly 1,000, with nearly 
complete returns. 

The victory for Hoover came out of 
a welter of confusion which disrupted 


voting throughout the State, resulted 


in hundreds of voided ballots, saw 
scores turned away from the polls, 
refused the franchise because of im- 
proper registration, and left hundreds 
in addition standing in lines at the

‘BRUCE CONCEDES DEFEAT

The eight votes of Maryland in the 
Electoral College were swept into the 
Hoover column on the face of incom- 
plete returns last night when the 
Democrats failed to pile up their pre- 
dicted lead in Baltimore and left the 
delayed ‘and scattered rural districts 
the duty only of piling up additional 
votes for the Republican majority. 

Early this morning a compilation of 
returns from 900 precincts by the Asso- 
ciated Press gave Hoover 189,819 votes 
against 159,585 for Smith. The total 
number of precincts in the State is 
1,295. 

Baltimore, with almost the entire 
city complete, gave Hoover a lead of 
about 4,000, whereas prior to election 


Smith lef@ers had counted on a lead 


of 15,000 in the city. This lead, it had 
been hoped, would offset the heavy 
vote which it was conceded Hoover 
would run up in’ the rural counties. 

Phillips Lee Goldsborough, Repwbli- 
can and former governor of the State 
had apparently been carried to victory 
in the Hoover sweep over the Demo- 
cratic incumbent, Senator William 
Cabell Bruce. Bruce conceded at a 
late hour last night that he had been 
defeated, and extended his best wishes 
to his successor. At that time Golds- 
bcorough had a lead of 13,000 votes ac- 
cording to reports from abcut two- 
thirds of the State. 

The intense senatorial fight as well 
as maly local fights for congressional 
seats, combined with the extraordina- 
rily heavy vote cast, greatly delayed 
the compilation of returns from the 
various counties. 

Early indications, however, were that 
Frederick N. Zihlmn:n, Republican, and 
chairman of the House District com- 
mittee, had again carried the Sixth 
District; defeating David J, Lewis Demo- 
cratic candidate and former Repre- 
sentative of the district. .

It was early this morning that the 
man who aroused this Nation as it has 
never been aroused before congratulated 
his opponent, Mr. Hoover, who several 
hours before. had retired in his Palo 
Alto home and coincident with this 
gracious gesture on the governor’s part, 
his campaign manager, John J. Raskob, 
who came to be almost as much an 
issue in the campaign as the governor 
himself, conceded the Republicans vie- 
tory. 

But the handwriting had appeared 
on the wall long before this. The 
struggle in New York State became 
manifést early in the returns, after 
Smith had ‘drawn as much as he could 
on the city of his nativity, with its 
vast army of people from many worlds, 
And the sweep of the Hoover victory 
began right there in the governor’s own 
New York. It was there that Smith 
first fell down. 


Democrats Lose Steadily. 


He had been calculated to come out 
of his tussle with Hoover there with 
618,000 votes to meet the Hoover on- 
rush from up-State. Instead his ma- 
jority was less than 500,000. So Tam- 
many failed, just as did Virginia, 
Florida, Tennessee and Texas, appar- 
ently. 

It was still possible this morning 
that the Democrats might save all of 
these States out of the debacle, but 
certainly Hoover's consistent running 
in them through all of the night’s. re- 
turns indicated that they were gone, 
gone off to join the enlarged Repub- 
lican ranks, now swelled to the uncome- 
fortable point.

Prosperity 


Issue Credited. 


There is no dowbt now as to what 
the heavily increased registration, the 
great silent vote meant. Few observers, 
indeed, appraised the full force of It. 
The undercurrents were laden with dire 
portents for the Democratic candidate 
but it was difficult to foresee that the 
Hoover sweep would be so wide. 

Generally, that great, fascinating 
word of the Republicans, “prosperity.” 
was responsible for it. There may have 
been spotty thirsts in the country, a1n- 
doubtedly there were, but even in cen- 
ters where the tongue sought moisten- 
ing most, the full diner pail appeal 
of the Republicans sufficed. 

Religion undoubtediy figured in it, 
but the outcome compels the conclu- 
sion that it did not affect the outcome 
Had the Solid South remained solid 
and had the border States gone to 
Smith the effect would have been the 
same. 

He did not make the grade in hisown 
populous East.

Industrial Vote Failed. 


In the heavy industrial centers his 
appeal was not that which had been 
anticipated, and if the final count 
should bring him through in such 
Southern States as Texas and Tennes- 
see, he can attribute it to the rural 
vote, where the greatest prejudice to 
his religion might have been expected 
to be found.

appeared to have little concern about 
the result in the great agricultural 
West and was confident that the Pa- 
ciflic Coast States were in his column 
even before the first returns began to 
trickle to him, 

After New York had been added by 
the tabulators to the list of States in 
the “Hoover won” column, they put 
on Tennessee, Iowa and Wisconsin, 
making the total of the claim, 289. 

There was applause from the on- 
lookers in the living room when Flori- 
da was added. Delaware, Idaho and 
Wisconsin then were claimed as safe 


and the friends of the candidate began 
asking each other how At the_ vote 


‘in the electoral college would Be. 


The nominee himself left his study 
to mingle with his friends who stood 
around in groups extending from the 
living room: into the reception hall. 


A flood of telegrams poured in upon | 
Hoover from all sections of the country | 


during the early night hours. A staff

Interest in the tabulating of the re- 
turns slowly lagged as the night wore 
on, and a complete set of newsreels 
showing all of Hoover's campaigning 
from the time he left Washington last 
July to come here for his notification 
until he came home yesterday to vote, 
were exhibited in the dining room of 
the home, where about 40 neighbors 
gathered. 


Awatted Verdict in Home. 


Resting his cause in the hands of the 
American people at the polls, Herbert 
Hoover waited to see if it is their 
will that he should become the Na- 
tion’s Chief Executive.

There is sure to be a 
heated discussion of the Anglo-French naval 
agreement, and the question of free trade 
versus protection will doubtless be raised in an 
acute form on account of the rumored inten- 
tion of the prime minister and his supporters 
to extend tho provisions of the ‘“safe-guard- 
Ing’’ act to iron and steel.

A ten- 
tative uniform State law drafted by a com- 
mittee representing the oi] industry, the Gov- 
ernment and the bar might be adopted with 
beneficial results. But the problem, being 
of national significance, should not be left 
for State solution alone. Oil is a war neces- 
sity and the Nation’s defense would be crip- 
pled without it. 

The Federal board is making a survey of 
the potential] oi] resources of the world, which 
will likely be submitted to President Coolidge 
before the end of his term. Based on the find- 
ings of this report a policy of conservation 
should be worked out and supported by action 
of Congress. 


THE MARLQWE MEMORIAL. 


Some $8 years ago the Elizabethan Liter- 
ary Society of London took the initiative in the 
first effort made to honor the genius and per- 
petuate the memory of Christopher Marlowe 
by erecting a monument to him in the old 
cathedral city in which he first saw the light 
of day. For that purpose an influential com- 
mittee, of which men of such outstanding 
prominence as Lord Tennyson, Robert Brown- 
ing, Algernon Charles Swinburne, and Sir 
Henry Irving were members, was formed, and 
the project was so expeditiously pushed that 
on September 16, 1891, a piece of sculpture by 
Onslow Ford, R. A., was unveiled at Canter- 
bury. 

In the pedestal were four niches, and the 
plan was to fill these by statuettes of Mar- 
lowe's chief tragic heroes, each of them chisel- 
led from a leading actor of the day. Lack of 
funds at the time caused this design to be left 
incomplete, for only one statuette, a beautiful 
one of Irving as Tamburlaine, was placed in 
position.

During the 80 years which have followed 
the introduction of stamps there has grown 
up a class of collectors of those small scraps 
of paper which today has representatives in 
every country of the world, and whose num- 
bers run into the millions. A natura) corol- 
lary is the creation of a dealer class, perhaps 
best represented by those who make their 
headquarters in Paris. Fifty years ago any 
collector could arrange his entire collection 
in One small album. . But today some of them 
have libraries of albums and many cablnets 
in which to display their prizes, It 1s. be- 
cause of the enormous multiplication of. the 
issues that there bas arisén a vigorous and 
emphatic protest from the Paris market, which 
protest was cousideréd of enough importauce 
to warrant the Associated Press in cabling a 
long report of the uprising. 

Some of the smaller nations make a regular 
business of issuing stamps for collectors. Few 
of these issués are really used in the payment 
of postage, but are sold to dealers at a great 
profit to the issuing country and fo the great 
annoyance of those who, anxious to keep 
abreast of their rival collectors, fee] con- 
strained to buy everything that is offered. Jt 
is becausé of the overproduction of some of 
these countries that the revolt has started. 
Russia is said to be one of the very worst of- 
fenders in this respect, for since 1921 the 
Soviet government has. published no fewer 
than 290 different postage stamps. Many of 
the countries of Latin America make a practice 
of putting out a new issue annually. | 

The United States has had upward of a 
thousand requests for commemorative issues, 
but has been compelled to deny most of them. 
Still, there have been ten issues of commemo 
rative stamps during the last four years, which 
may be purchased through the Philateli@ Bu- 
reau of the Postoffice Department. That bu- 
reau was created for the benefit of collectors a 
few years ago. But it has’ turned out to be 
the most profitable bureau of thé entire de- 
The sales approximate $125,009 a 
year, and since few stamps sold through the 
Philatelic Bureau are used for postage it is 
estimated that fully 85 per cent of the receipts 
is clear profit to the Government.

Hoover Expected to Retain 
Akerson as His Secretary 


— —-— + 


Intimate Aid of President- 
Elect for Two Years Is 
Political Expert. 


Geroge E. Akerson, newspaper man 
and political expert, in all liklihood 


will be Herbert Hoover’s secretary when 
the President-elect moves into the 
White House. For the last two years, 
Akerson has been Mr. Hoover's 
sonal assistant.” 

Born in Minnesota 37 years 
Akerson has had a colorful and bril- 
-liant career. He worked his way 
through Harvard University by playing 
a pipe organ during the school term 
and by reporting for the Minneapolis 
Tribune during the vacation periods. 

Veteran newspaper men in Min- 
meapolis say that Akerson was one of 
the best “kid reporters” that Min- 
neapolis ever knew. When he was cov- 
ering police headquarters there, he 
won the friendship of Gus Peterson, 
driver of the morgue wagon, and in 
“consequence put over many scoops. 
Every time Gus got a call to go after 
sabody, he would notify Akerson, and 
frequently would call at the youngster's 
shouse for him. Thus Akerson was not 
‘dikely to miss anything in the way of 
smaurders or catastrophes. 


Sees Wilson Nominated. 


.© Akerson showed so much promise as 
@ newspaperman during his school va- 
cation that he had a big assignment 
awaiting him the day he was grad- 
uated from Harvard in 1912. This 
took him to Baltimore to cover the 
Democratic convention that nominated 
Woodrow Wilson. Following this he 
returned to Minneapolis to write State 
politics. 
After covering the legislature in St. 
Paul and serving as State political ed- 
itor for several years, Akerson came 
here in 1922. to report the conference 
on the limitation of armament. His 
‘Swork at this historic gathering was 
largely responsible for his being made 
managing) editor of the Minneapolis 
Tribune not long afterward. 
-.Akerson covered both the Republican 
Democratic national conventions 
of 1924, and then gave up his post as 
ging editor to become the Wash- 
dritton correspondent of the Tribune.

One of Akerson’s first big assign- 
ments in his new role was to ac- 
company Mr. Hoover on his tour of the 
Mississippi flood area. 

In the political campaign, Akerson 
was Hoover's right hand man, and had 
much to do with “The Chief's” success 
at the Kansas City convention. Since 
the convention, Akerson has been with 
Mr. Hoover constantly, and is now with 
the President-elect in Palo Alto.

Incidently, he saved 
the life of Chang Yen-mow, minister of 
mines, who, although anti-Boxer, was 
included in the general proscription, 
and daily presented himself at “shoot- 
ing time” to look over the abject vic- 
tims and save those for whom he could 
vouch. 

Chang Yen-mow was the owner of an 
extensive coal-mining property which 
somehow came through the rebellion 
unscathed, and that fact was the door 
to another golden chapter in the book 
of Hoover. Fearing that the interven- 
ing allies would chop up China and 
confiscate all the good things, the 
sagacious Chang hit on the idea of con- 
veying his property to Hoover as 4 sort 
of confidential trustee, who was to ar- 
range for its further development and 
financing on a big scale. Thereupon 
Hoover went to London and succeeded 
in financing the concern, but when he 
got back to China matters had quited 
down, Chang was in no danger of con- 
fiscation and inclined to repudiate his 
deal with Hoover. 

But the latter and a Belgian engineer 
who had become interested with him 
hung on to the shifty old Chinese like 
grim death until he was finally forced 
to sign up. It was characteristic of 
Hoover that soon after he got the coal 
mines into full swing with 20,000 
Chinamen at work and all sorts of col- 
lateral activities progressing boomingly 
he should have stood up for the rights

Hoower’s Traits Trace Back 
To His Quaker Ancestors 


Mother, a Preacher, Was Ardent W. C. T. U. Worker, 
Enrolling Boys in Temperance Organization—Thrifti- 


ness and Business Instinct Heritage From Father. 


West Branch, Iowa, Nov. 6 (A.P.).— 
Religious devotion and thrift are two 
Quaker characteristics and one can 


trace these traits of the Herbert Hoo- 
ver of today directly back to his par- 
ents and his grandparents. 

If the Herbert Hoover of today is 
found every Sunday in some quiet lit- 
tle Quaker meeting house, it is because 
generations, before him have done the 
same thing’ If he has displayed busi- 
ness foresight he had a forceful ex- 
ample in his own father, Jesse, the 
jovial blacksmith, who added a side 
line of farm implements to his shop 
and startled the staid community by 
actually advertising the same in the 
West Branch Times. If he stands firm 
on the prohibition issue it is little won- 
der, because his Quaker preacher 
mother, Huldah Hoover, was an ardent 
worker for the W. C. T. U., and she 
had both her boys enrolled in the Band 
of Hope, a youthful organization to 
promote temperance, 

Huldah Hoover was a delegate to a 
State temperance convention in Des 
Moines when Herbert was just a tiny 
lad. Hoover’s strong religious faith 
was instilled into him by his parents, 
was augmented by his guardian, Law- 
rie Tatum, good old Quaker, who was 
appointed to look after the interests 
of the three little orphans when their 
parents died. 

Lawrie Tatum took meticulous pains 
to dole out the small sum of money 
left them from their father’s estate, 
about $1,500, in the way that would 
do the most good for their education. 
Lawrie Tatum was appointed Indian 
agent in Oklahoma in the early days 
and he worked among the wild

“blanket tribes,” so called because they 
stuck to the original blankets and 
feathers. Some savages thought to in- 
timidate him one day and danced 
around him brandishing weapons, but 
he showed no fear. Finally a chief 
asked him curiously if he was not 
afraid. The old Quaker replied calmly, 
“IT am not afraid because the Lord !s 
protecting me.” After that the Indians 
gave him up and allowed him to carry 
on his work in peace. This was the 
type of man who gave advice to young 
Herbert when he was starting out in 
the world.

In addition to operating his own de- 
partment, Mr. Hoover served on the 
American Debt Commission and ad- 
vised the White House on many itm- 
portant questions of policy. Constant- 
ly active in enlarging the field of work 
of his own department, he reorganized 
its foreign trade sections, summoned 
conferences to deal with unemploy- 
ment and with transportation crises, 
represented the Government in major 
and appeared as 
the Prebident’s representative in the 
initiation of national engineering 
enterprises, such as the St. Lawrence 
Canal and the Colorado basin com- 
pact. 

Organization of campaigns to re- 
duce waste in industrial operations, 
to prevent accidents in traffic, and to 
conserve fisheries were among minor 
activities he undertook. The Com- 
merce Department, under his leader- 
ship, took an interest in a far wider 
area of Government and industry 
than ever before. , 


His Rubber Price Campaign. 


Late in 1925 Secretary Hoover began 
a campaign against the high price of 
crude rubber, which he charged was 
attributable to an extortionate policy 
of an East Indian combine. This com- 
bine, it was said, had obtained the sup- 
port of the British government in 
charging $1 a pound for its output. 

The campaign was the subject of 
much discussion and comment on 
both sides of the Atlantic. By the 
middle of February, 1926, crude rub- 
ber prices were quoted around 65 
cents, or 45 cents below the level 
reached during the speculative opera- 
tions. In some quarters it was con- 
tended that the drop was an Iindica- 
tion that Hoover virtually had won his 
fight against the British motopoly. 

Meanwhile the House committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce con- 
ducted an investigation of the control 
of crude rubber.

Efficiency Marks Hoover’s 
Habits Throughout Career 


Personal Life Reflects Desire for Competency and Pre- 


paredness, in Humdrum Affairs as Well as Scien- 


tific Projects—Sensitive to Criticism.

Herbert Hoover’s personal life reflects 
the driving efficiency that carried him 
from farm boy to world figure, but his 
habits are high-lighted with many of 
the things the average man likes to do. 

Often he takes the wheel of his car 


from his chauffeur, just like any one 
else with a new automoDile, and glories 
in the speed and precision of smooth- 
working machinery. 

To divert his'mind from serious af- 
fairs, he reads fast-moving detective 
stories. He likes a pipe and has been 
known to exhibit a degree of esteem 
for a particular briar; by preference, 
however, he smokes high grade Cuban 
cigars. 

Up the wall along the stairway in his 
home in Washington—in step-up fash- 
lon—hang many diplomas and degrees 
from seats of learning the world over 
On the wallsof his office hang, one after 
the other, the public commissions that 
have been given him throughout the 
years. He has kept, too, a lot of mem- 
oirs of his peculiar experiences through- 
out the world, particularly in the war. 
One of these takes the form of an ex- 
tensive motion picture, with film ex- 
cerpts contributed by the different gov- 
ernments, 

In the background, however, of these 
highly human traits is the efficiency of 
the expert and that extends even to 
the selection of his wearing apparel. 

In the days when Hoover practiced 
his career as a mining engineer had he 
chose to journey from San Francisco to 
Burma he would have found there, 
likely, a complete outfit of wearing ap- 
parel exactly like the clothes he put 
on in San Francisco. ‘He had four or 
five outfits parked around the world in 
different cities so he could be newly 
clothed when traveling, 

Most of the year he wears a soft, dark 
blue suit. Out of concession to Wash- 
ington summer weather he has adopt- 
ed white flannel ‘trousers and blue coat. 
He wears dress clothes frequently in 
the evening. ¥ 

Hoover’s chunky appearance is all 
that it appears to be. He has & mag- 
nificent constitution and is virtually 
never ill. His neck takes a 17 collar, 
and he has the t physical strength 
that goes with squat type of bod 
ily construction. In -— of years 
away from the physicial hardships of 


mining work, he retains a great deal 


of the muscular development that work 
gave him, 

Hoover's fetish against exercise is 
well Known. It is doubtful if he has 
ever been on a Washington golf course. 
He prefers to ride his car wherever he 
goes, and he usually maintains three 
machines in addition to the depart- 
ment limousine, 

He has unusual hands, with long, 
heavy fingers and an artisan's deftness. 
He has learned fly fishing expertness 
and likewise has the stamina to try 
successfully trolling for the big, fight- 
ing sea fish, such as the barracuda 
and tarpon. 

He eats regularly, but never over heav- 
ily. In recent years lunch has been 
brought to him in his office at the 
Commerce Department, but he has 
pretty regularly dined in company or 
at home, 

Hoover has a habitual reserve that 
usually keeps people at arms length, 
and the workers that surround him 
mostly call him “Chief.” His wife 
calls him “Bert.” é 

His two sons have been out of Wash- 
ington and grown up for ten years, 
but in the early days-of Mr. Hoover's 
tenure of Secretary of Commerce they 
went out on Sundays on auto drives, 
and once or twice Hoover organized a 
party of youngsters and built play 
dams across some of the Virginia 
streams to make miniature waterfalls. 

While sensative to criticism, espe- 
clally of & public sort, Hoover usually 
has been anxious to get it, particularly 
upon the style and content of his writ- 
ten material, speeches and state papers. 
He both dictates and writes his ma- 
terial out in long hand. 

In conference, if he has a chance“he 
marks up paper with a pencil, making. 
curious three-sided, geometrical de- 
signs. He is likely to talk in half un- 
dertone, scratching away at these 
esoteric designs, and it seems to help 
him to think. The tablet and pencil 
are always stuck under his hand. 

He never bothers to keep records 
himself, but he has a fine set of files 
handled for him by a secretarial staff. 

Hoover had a great big office in the 
Commerce Department and when no- 
body was there used to stride around 
it a good deal, one hand in his pocket. 

It is a fact that he has spent most 
of his life attending to serious business, 
and the career has left its marks.

iE cement industry is a very dirty

According to every sanitary law, the 
sickness rate among employes of Cceé-, 
ment plants should be high. A three- 
year study made by Dr. Thompson and 
associates of the employes of a large 
cement plant proves the trade to have 
many health hazards. 


Dr. Thompson did not find the con- | 
sumption rate high. In fact, it was at 
the other end of the line. Cement dust 
contains 50 to 60 per cent of lime and 
only 20 to 25 per cent silica, of which 
only 1 to 6 per cent is free, or quartz 
silica. Such dust is not supposed to 
»sromote consumption. On the other 
hand, it may help to prevent and 
cure it. 

They also found the pneumonia rate | 
+o be low. Why this should be I do not 
snow, Among the diseases which were | 
unusually prevalent were the common | 
cold, what is loosely called flu or in- 
Auenza, and acute bronchitis or acute 
colds on the chest. This group of dis- 
orders is so prevalent among the gen- 
eral population as to far outweigh 
pneumonia in importance. They cause 
a very heavy loss of time among em- 
pioyes of a cement plant. |

The 
external canal was occasionally found | 
filled with a cast composed of cement | 
and wax. This ear condition caused | 
deafness and vertigo, but it did not re- | 
sult in much absenteeism. 

Digestive disorders, for some reason 
or other, were very prevalent, and rheu- | 
matism caused much sickness absentee- 
ism.

Sprinklers Can Not Halt 
Autos, Court Decides 


Operation of street sprinklers by the 
District government.as a hot-weather 
relief in the summer time constitutes 
@ governmental function, and the-Dis- 
trict can not be held Mable for damages 
through failure to keep vehicular traf- 
fic from oe vicinity of the sprinklers, 
the’ District Court of Appeals ruled 
yesterday. 

The opinion was rendered in the case 
of George Tillman, 9 years old, who 
Was seriously injured June 15, 1925, 
while playing near a sprinkler. He sued 
the District for negligence through 
failure to prohibit traffic from the vi- 
cinity of the sprinkler. The District 
Was sustained in the trial court: Chief 
Justice Martin, of the appellate court, 
rendered the opinion.

The value of daily newspaper adver- 
tising was stressed yesterday before the 
weekly luncheon meeting of the Wash- 
ington Advertising Clb in the Na- 
tional Press Club auditorium by Hal 
Wagner, a member of the editorial staff 
of E. F. Houghton & Co., of Philadel- 
phia.
